1. The following information la awUibl* In our files la 
in addition to that eontalasd la reference aiorandna from CSX to 
ID/03, USA, dated 30 Ssptatbsr 1947. 

a. Information dated mid-July 1949 lists Kadxi CAKRABI 
as an Albanian refugee la Syria belonging to the national 
Democratic Front (i.e.. Belli Kombetar). 



b. CAKHAHI was elected a ooundl member of the All ILIS3URA 
faction of Belli Kombetar which split fro* the sain party follow- 
ing an assembly convoked by the KLI3S0RA group at Bagnoll, Italy, 
in mid-Au®wt 1951. 

c. In early January 1951 the American Consulate la Beirut, 

Syria, received the following letter. In Italian, froaf~~ 

Fexmo Foeta, Napoli," Italy: 

"Kadri CAKRANI or TSAKRANI, Albanian, being kept by the 
IRO in Syria, Is about to leave for the United State#. 

He was Military Commander for Albania In the Bal Combetare 
(national Front) frost 1942 to 1944. At his orders was a 
fores of thirty thousand non in armed bands, tdiich col- 
laborated with the Oerman troops, burned many villages, 
and innumerable were the human victims they killed. The 
grade of colonel in tbs S3 wee conferred upon him, in 
which organisation he was decorated fay HITLER.
